T Declarer’s jead from the 
wrong hand may be of great 
advantage to the adversaries: 
When the open dummy was In- 
troduced into whist, converting it 
first into bridge and then into euc- 
tion bridge, thua providing that 
one player (ceviacer) should play 
his partner’s hand as well as his 
own, severe penalties were allowed 
when that player led from the 
wrong hand. Originally in bridge 
a lead from the wrong hand was 
'penailzed by permitting an adver- 
‘sary to call a suit from the right 
|hand. Later, the penalty was a 
‘trick taken from the declarer and 
given to his adversaries; but it was 
/found that such penalties were too 
‘severe, and during the early days 
lof auction bridge the only penalty 
'for a lead from the wrong hand 
by declarer was that the adver- 
isaries had the option of ietting it 
| stand, or requiring that it be made 
‘from the right hand, 
| This was Nardly a pendlty at all 
and sofhetimes encouraged “mis- 
takes" which -were decidedly off 
color. Unethical players would 
lead from the wrong hand inten- 
itionally, knowing that if theeerror 
escaped notice they would gain by 
it, and that if it was noticed and 
corrected they would be no worse 
off for the attempt. While such 
practices would be scorned by hon- 
| orable players, nevertheless the 
Laws Committee deemed it advis- 
able to render such attempts un- 
pleasant for those who made them.
